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and whofe fignet of divinity is Niberty, forbearance and utiiveffal 
love! — if thefe, with their white-robed attendants who came 
down from héave and who will conddé us thither—naméely, Inno- 
cence, Activity, and Peace—were permitted to direét and controut 
our thoughts, words and aétions daily, from our birth to the taft 
day of Yite—the image of God which he ftampt on mankind at their 
original creation would be in a great meafure recovered and pre- 
ferved—we fhoutd continue very long and very happily in this tranfit- 
ent--probationary ftate of exiftence—a hundred years feeming but 
ar one fimmet’s day, while with a gradual defcent, we would glide 
gently and fweetly down the hill of life, udder the ferene and lucid 
influéncé of its evening fky.

I cold almbft venture I think to prophecy, 
that the timé will come, tho’ pethaps it is véry diftant, when the in- — 
teretts and differences of nations, and what is called the ballance of 
power, will be fertted by lefs horriblé —lets unnatdral—lefa diabolicat 
means than fire and fword; and that the childrén of thofe mien, naval

FoR USING MY 


THREE GREAT MEDICINES. 


HE principles or conflituent salen oF thefe Medicines heap &- 
milar——~—they are found to produce the beft effects and the 
greate and. moft extraordinary cures, when taken together, or af- 
fifted by each other.. But’ in all cafes whatever, I defire that thofe 
‘who take them, do not-regard my dire€tions, do muchas the effects 
of the medicines,—theiriown feelings, and their own prudence and 
-good fenfe. In acutercafes they can fcareely be ufed too plentifully; 
but .in dangerous. and long confirmed chronic cafes—~they may be 
ufed more fparingly, and continued longer: ‘But, after a'courfe of 
fix weeks, if accomplete cure be not obtained, they fhould be difcdn- 
tinued for three, ‘fix, or nine weeks, and then refumed again as fort 
-merly, ‘In. alt cafes and conftirutions, in all habits of body, ‘at 
„every. period of life, and under perhaps’ every cireumftance, coot ait, 
drinking cold water plentifully, and bathing’ the whole body; ob at 
“leaft the private parts with tepid or icy’ col water,' ‘agrees Perfett 
swell, and produces the happieft and moft Divine Effects. ` 
- Let, therefore, my inh úmerable Tribes of Patients, | meani who 
care taking my medicines; be almoft conftently buftling: ‘About! ir the 
,€go] open air, régardieis of wind or rain ;. let ‘them be daily, and vety 
frequently applying cold water to their face, ‘neck, bofom; itémach, 
private parts, and limbs; in fhort, the partial or univerfal application 
of cold water to the furface of the body learneftly and moft Sy 
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recommend: but ftill more earneftly, and above all things do I exhort 
to moderation, fimplicity and regularity in eating, drinking and fleep- 
ing, andin all pleafureable igdulgences; in thofe efpecially (venereal) 
which drain the blood of its moft precious balfam, and the nerves of 
their vital {pirits; fapping the fources of health, and totally incapaci- 
tating both foul and body from the proper performance of their na- 
tural, neceffary, and more noble functions, —and from enjoying with 
a keen healthy relifh, the balmy—the celeftial pleafures—which the 
all-wife and fupremely beneficent Author of our exiftence hath annexed 
to our animal, as well as to our intelle€tual nature ! 

As to the ELECTRICAL ATHER, the manner of ufing it has 
been already pretty well explained in the account which is given of 
its nature, preparation, and properties. In all cafes of weaknefs, 
fainting, putrifaétion and debility, efpecially in afthmas, confump- 
tions, and all painful obftrudtions of the head or breaft, it may be 
Tmelled to for feveral minutes and very often. The vial fhould be 
held in a warm hand to the patient’s noftril, and the otherftopped 
by preifing it fideways with the finger, while the cold vapour is 
drawn up with great force. It thould not be taken away from the 
nofe notwithftanding its ftrength; for the longer the patient fmells 
at it, the better able he is, for his breath becomes longer, and he 
feems to enter delighted into the flowery fields of Elyfium !—Often, 
very often have I exhaufted a whole bottle in one day, or evening, 
merely by fmelling. A little of it may be poured into a pot or bafon 
of warm or hot water, brandy and water, green tea, coffee, or into 
an infufion of aromatic herbs,— flowers, or feeds—efpecially a mix- 
ture of mint, rofemary, lavender flowers, and bruifed annifeeds ; 
over which the patient’s hands and mouth open may be held, while 
it continues warm, drawing the vapor with great force into the lungs. 
In fome cafes it may be advifable to fling a large piece of flannel lootely 
over the patient’s head, which will more effectually promote perfpirae 
tion, Any of the above, efpecially the latter aromatics, may be ufed 
afterwards, when almoft cold, to barhe the ftomach, private parts, 
limbs, or feet. The Ele@rical ther alne may be poured plentitully 
on the head, breaft, back-bone or limbs of a perfon in any low—nerv- 
ous—or putrid complaint: This Æther, camphorated fpirits, or 
vinegar, may be made to diftil by a lamp, or be fcattered about the 
roomand bed cloaths—I have often ufedhalf a dozen guinea bottles of 
itin one day, on and about one perfon, when the cafe has been very 
bad, and the life very dear and precious. It may be taken inwardly 
in the quantity of a tea-fpoonful, more or lefs, and as often as may 
be found good, perhaps every hour or two, on fugar, or mixed with 
the fyrup of capillaire, cold water, wine, or herb tea. The thicker 
and colder the vehicle, the better: the fyrup, or icy cold vehicle 
fhould be pouredinto an empty vial, then the Æther added to it, 
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perhaps by guefs, then clofely topped with the thumb or a cork, 
well haken and drank immediately. 

In the very fame manner, im fimilar quantities, and at any or at 
all times, may de taken the NERVOUS ÆTHERIAL BALSAM. 
Indeed, they may be taken together at the fame time; or the latter 
taken inwardly, while the Electrical #ther is fmelled tò, or applied 
outwardly ; for the ome tempers and co-operates with, and promotes 
the good effects of the other, m fo cordial, friendly, and effe€tual 
a manner, that they aå like a parr of cratches to a crippled and en- 
feebled body. For a more foll and particular account of the nature 
properties, &c. of this Divine Balfam---or reftorative Ætherial Oil, 
which fe effectually renovates and invigorates decayed and worn 
out confttutions, I refer my intelligent reader to the defcriptions 
already given, 

As to the IMPERIAL PILLS, or univerfal purifiers and fweetners 
of thebfwodand juices ; they may be taken conveniently/at any feafon, 
and uncer any circumftance. When they are taken as an alterativey 
in coftive, gouty, bilious, and fcorbutic habits, or to throw off 
wind and flatulencies from the ftomach and bowels in nervous 
weakneffes, {pafms, and relaxations, one may be taken every 
night, or immediately after eating, when a perfon is oppreffed 
and uneafy, becaufe they fo amazingly promote lively dige(tion 
and healthy nourifhment, blunting all acid and bilious acrimony, 
ftrengthening the relaxed tone of the ftomach, and increafing the 
perittaltic or fcrew-like motion of the inteftines: but when they 
are taken to fubdue, eradicate, and expel by ftool, urine, and a 
fine breathing perfpiration all venereal, {corbutic, gouty, rheuma- 
tic, bilious and {crophulous humours and foulneffés, the patient 
may begin with one pill, and increafe the dofe one every night, 
till they begin to produce a more copious difcharge by {tool, urine, 
wr f{weat, than the patient can or ought to bear long. In fuch 
cafes, the patient may diminith the number, one every night, till 
he comes to one only, and then after totally omitting them for as

the fprings and fources of life and of health, rendering life a tire- 
fome and painful burthen to the feeble, fpiritlefs, wretched pof- 
feffor, Itis really aftonifhing how fpeedily and effectually chefe pills 
counteract and carry off the deadly effects of Mercury, and other 
ttrong and improper medicines, This important aŭd fingular qua- 
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lity and effeéts are produced by the large portion of eleétrica] ful- 
phar or celeftial phofphorous which they contain. 
While a perfon takes thefe moft excellent pills they may drink 
as much cold water as they pleafe, or go out in any weather. 
The following drinks will likewife be very proper,—chicken, veal, 
of mutton broth, without falt, Beef-tea, capillaire and cold water. 
‘Infufions of fimple herbs, &c. but when the pills are taken for 
fevere and confirmed difeafes, proper regard fhould be paid to the 
nature and degree of the diforder or complaint, and the drinks, 
management, &c.—ordered accordingly. For instance, in the ve- 
nereal, fcorbutic, or fcrophuleus difeafes, a ftrong decoction of 
farfaparilla, or of the guaiacum and faffafras woods, with plenty of li- 
quorice root, fhould be drank daily. In gouty, bilious, afthmatic, 
confumptive, and rheumatic cafes, infufions of baum, rofemary, 
tanfey, harferadifh root, chamomile flowers, pennyroyal, hyfop, 
groundivy, horehound, linfeeds, liquorice root,with bruifed fennil 
or anifeeds, fweetened with treacle, honey, fugar candy, or barley 
fogar, will be found extremely ferviceable ; and in all nervous and 
windy complaints, and in relaxation, irritation and debility of the 
fyftem in general, trong decottions or rather infufions of the Peru- 
vian Bark, in grofs powder, columbo or eomfry roots, 1ed rofe leaves, 
chamomile flowers, bitter orange peel, with a little bruifed cinnamon — 
will be. produétive of the happieft and moft aftonifhing good effects. 
But in every cafe, and in every conftitution, when any one, or all of 
my Three Great Medicines are taken, I have found half a pint or a 
whole one of apple tea, water gruel, barley water, or of the following 
compound infufion, extremely good and agreeable, viz. of baum, fage, 
rofemary, mint, and bruifed anifeeds—each an equal quantity, and 
the tea fweetened with fugar candy, barley fugar—treacle or honey 3 
or rather with a mixture of the two laft. This tea or infufion ould 
he drank warm, and indeed very warm andoften, when any confi- 
@erable degree of perfpiration is wihed for or intended. 
- In the intervals between taking the medicines, and indeed, in 
moft conftitutions, even at the time of taking them, a milk diet 
is warmly recommended. A quart or two, or even three quarts of 
good new milk may be ufed every day, not warm from the cow, 
or boiled, but cold, and as it is called, raw: for the natural heat 
of the human ftomach is fully fufficient to cook, or prepare milk, 
eggs, &c. for every purpofe of nutrition, and of health. The pres 
vious application of fire renders them bard and indigeftible—Many 
people lofe the great—the unfpeakable—the balmy benefit of a milk 
diet, by relinquifhing it too foon. They find the firft day or two, a fule 
nefs or ficknefs at their (tomach—a griping or laxity of their bowels, 
they therefore conclude that it difagrees with them, and they leave it 
of. But they ought to continue it by all means ay week or toa 
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Gays, and at length it would in~ general be found to agree per- 
feétly well, and to produce the happieft effects. 

I cannot conclude, without taking notice of the general odium 
there is againft a panacea, or medicine for the cure of all difeafes. 
At firft I was very far from expe@ing that even thefe three medicines 
could, fingly, or when combined, cure or even relieve all diforders; 
but as I advanced in improving tbem, and in difcovering their virtues 
in aétual and moft extenfive practice, I confefs that my wonder and 
furprife exceeded the aftonifhment and delight which was excited in 
my happy patients.

pel whatever is alien or noxious: to her nature,---or prejudicial to 
good health. ‘Thus, then, thefe great medicines may be july 
called univer{al ones, inafmuch as they work principally by afifting 
the vis vitæ, or ftaff of life, as an alterative and cordial, enabling 
nature by a prodigiqus acceffion of congenial vital fpirits, to affimilate 
thofe friendly and peceffary recruits or powers, which could pot be 
affimilated by her own proper force, for fubduing difeafes or maintain- 
ing health.; Thaf¢ who think that this cannot be effectually done but 
by trong evacuations, entertain a moft dangerous opinion; for great 
and repeated evacuations weaken nature as well as the difeafe ; and 
thoufands who have recovered of diftempers by great evacuations, and 
poifonous medicines, fuch as mercury, &c, have never, during their 
whole life, been able to recover of the remedies,---But the luminous--. 
balmy---celeftial fpirit or fire which is lodged and detained in tbefe 
three Great Medicines, is of a nature fo mild, benign, and propor- 
tioned to the human conftitution, as to warm without heating, ta 
cheer but pot inebriate or inflame, and to produce that calm ferenity, 
that fteady joy which naturally accompanies good health, and æ 
virtuous mind:---and that too without thofe agitations, irregular 
motions, and fubfequent horrible finkings or deprefions af the 
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fanimal {pirits, which are the conftant and infeparable effects of 
volatile falts, {pirits, foreign waters, and drams; and indeed of all 
fermented, vinous, fpiritous, and even malt-liquors. 
N. B. Thele great,---thefe truly celeftial medicines, will keep 
good any length of time, and ih any climate, provided they are kept 
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very tightly ftopped and as cool as poffible.
